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Menino  and  Flaherty  to  compete  in 
final  mayoral  race  on  Nov.  3

Mayor  Thomas  M.  Me¬ 
nino,  the  four-term  incumbent, 
and  City  Councilor  Michael 
Flaherty,  emerged  victorious 
in  September  23's  mayoral 
preliminary  election,  besting 
City  Councilor  Sam  Yoon  and 
Businessman  Kevin  R.  McCrea. 
Menino  and  Flaherty  will  bid 
for  the  office  of  mayor  in  the 
November  3  municipal  elec¬ 
tions. 

In  the  preliminary  election 
for  mayor,  Menino  received 
41026  votes  (50.52%);  Flaherty 
19459  (23.96%);  Yoon  17179 
(21.16%);  McCrea  3340  (4.11%). 

At  the  English  High  School 
in  Jamaica  Plain  on  September 
17,  voters  filled  the  auditorium 
for  a  final  mayoral  forum  be¬ 
fore  Tuesday's  preliminary 
election  that  will  narrow  the 
field  of  four  candidates  to  two. 

The  event  was  hosted  by 
MassVote,  with  the  content 
prepared  by  a  diverse  panel  of 
community  stakeholders,  rang¬ 
ing  from  the  Black  Ministerial 
Alliance,  the  Massachusetts  Im¬ 
migrant  &  Refugee  Advocacy 
Coalition,  and  the  Chinese  Pro¬ 
gressive  Association  (CPA). 

"[The  group  of  organiza¬ 
tions]  synthesized  questions 
from  different  residents."  said 
Lisette  Le  of  CPA,  who  also 
provided  live  translation  via 
headphones  for  Chinese  audi¬ 
ence  members. 

Many  in  the  room  were 
eager  to  hear  the  candidates' 
policies  before  voting  on 
Tuesday.  Mr.  Yee,  a  resident  of 
Chinatown  who  was  undecided 
between  the  three  challengers. 


said  "I  think  we  need  a  new  may¬ 
or."  Many  Asian  American  voters 
in  the  audience  had  deep  con¬ 
cerns  for  the  issues  of  economic 
opportunity,  public  education, 
and  affordable  housing.  "I  hope 
the  new  mayor  won't  cut  any 
funding  to  education,  and  will 
improve  all  public  schools  in¬ 
stead  of  just  the  charter  schools." 
said  Ms.  Kwong,  a  South  Boston 
resident  who  has  two  elementary- 
aged  children. 

Mayor  Menino  was  invited 
to  the  forum  but  did  not  join  the 
three  other  candidates  because  of 
a  "previous  scheduled  engage¬ 
ment,"  which  drew  jeers  from  the 
audience.  Challengers  Michael 
Flaherty,  Kevin  McCrea,  and  Sam 
Yoon  then  joined  in  a  chorus  in 
denouncing  Menino's  absence 
and  further  accusing  him  of  be¬ 
ing  an  excessively  powerful  and 
entrenched  mayor  with  a  lack 
of  vision,  innovation  and  poor 
results  from  important  aspects  of 
the  city's  progress,  like  the  public 
school  system. 

"We  need  to  push  politics 
out  of  the  way,  and  make  room 
for  ideas"  Yoon,  the  two-term 
city  councilor  at-large,  said.  "I've 
seen  Boston  at  its  best,  and  Bos¬ 
ton  at  its  worst,  and  the  city  is 
stuck  in  neutral,"  Flaherty,  the 
city  councilor  and  former  district 
attorney,  said.  McCrea,  a  contrac¬ 
tor  who  has  positioned  himself  as 
a  long-time  critic  of  Boston's  city 
government  and  political  out¬ 
sider,  said:  "We  need  to  acknowl¬ 
edge  all  the  waste,  fraud,  and 
abuse. ..and  problem  that  is  the 
elephant  not  in  the  room"  -  an 
obvious  jab  at  the  mayor  -  who 
is  running  for  an  unprecedented 
fifth  term. 


Throughout  the  evening,  the 
three  attacked  the  16-year  mayor 
for  what  they  called  unaccept¬ 
ably  low-performing  schools, 
power  grabs,  backroom  deals, 
and  an  outdated  and  unaccount¬ 
able  City  Hall.  "It  all  comes 
back  to  transparency... the  may¬ 
or  gave  away  Hayward  Place, 
which  was  worth  $20  million... 
we  need  to  stop  giving  away 
property  and  tax  breaks  for  rich 
developers,"  McCrea  charged. 

Both  Yoon  and  Flaherty 
also  accused  the  departments 
under  the  mayor  as  wasteful, 
and  called  for  a  performance 
review.  They  both  accused  the 
public  works  department  of  not 
being  able  to  keep  a  budget  and 
not  having  the  ability  to  track 
the  number  of  potholes  filled  or 
trash  barrels  emptied.  "It's  not 
about  getting  the  job  done,  nor 
is  it  based  on  information,  data, 
and  performance  -  it's  about 
knowing  the  right  people," 
Yoon,  who  favored  a  two-term 
limit,  described  the  current  at¬ 
mosphere  at  city  hall. 

When  asked  about  the  state 
of  public  school  education  and 
the  achievement  gap  between 
blactyLatino  students  and 
white/Asian  students,  and  be¬ 
tween  ESOL  and  native  English 
speakers,  Flaherty  said:  "This 
administration  has  failed  our 
children... 24,000  kids  dropped 
out... incremental  change  in  the 
past  16  years  just  doesn't  cut 
it."  Flaherty  called  for  a  cap  on 
charter  schools  and  a  school-site 
budgeting  process  so  valuable 
education  funds  do  not  get 
wasted  in  bureaucracy.

Remembering  Neil  Chin, 
founder  of  Chinese  American 
Civic  Association 


Neil  Y.  H.  Chin,  90,  founder 
and  first  President  of  Chinese 
American  Civic  Association  (pre¬ 
decessor  of  the  Asian  American 
Civic  Association),  passed  away 
on  Wednesday,  September  23, 
2009. 

Bom  in  Toishan,  China  in 
1918,  Chin  emigrated  to  the 
United  States,  settling  in  Bos¬ 
ton's  Chinatown  in  1923.  Chin 
worked  for  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  Group  Insur¬ 
ance  Commission  where  he 
rose  to  the  position  of  Executive 
Secretary  until  his  retirement  in 
1985.  A  World  War  II  Navy  vet¬ 
eran,  he  was  a  founding  member 
and  past  commander  of  Boston 
Chinatown's  American  Legion 
Post  328.  Chin  was  a  civic  leader 
and  community  activist.  He  was 
instrumental  in  forming  the  Chi¬ 
natown's  branch  of  the  YMCA, 
where  it  was  originally  located 
on  Tyler  Street  in  Boston.  He  was 
a  founding  member  of  the  Chi¬ 
nese  American  Civic  Association, 
now  known  as  the  Asian  Ameri¬ 
can  Civic  Association,  serving 
as  its  first  president  froml967 
to  1968.  Chin  was  also  actively 
involved  with  numerous  com¬ 
munity-based  organizations  in 
Chinatown,  such  as  the  Chinese 
Progressive  Association,  South 
Cove  Community  Health  Center, 
the  Asian  American  Resource 
Center  and  more.  Chin's  dedica¬ 
tion  and  commitment  to  the  Bos¬ 
ton  Chinatown  community  will 
always  be  remembered  and  he 
will  be  greatly  missed.

"Nothing  bothers  me 
more  than  to  see  families 
leave  the  city  [because  of 
its  failing  schools],"  Fla¬ 
herty  emphasized. 

"I  will  visit  each  school 
over  the  period  of  two 
years,  and  implement  a  re¬ 
ward  system  to  highlight 
the  things  that  are  going 
well  in  schools,"  said 
McCrea,  who  does  not 
support  expanding  char¬ 
ters.  Yoon  zeroed  in  on 
the  mayor,  and  said:  "We 
need  to  add  back  a  hybrid 
school  committee,  so  not 
everyone  is  hand-picked 
by  the  mayor  -  the  mayor 
needs  to  be  challenged." 
On  charter  schools,  Yoon 
recognized  that  they  are 
not  the  magic  bullet,  but 
praised  the  good  ideas 
that  have  come  out  of 
charters  and  supports  a 
"smart  cap." 

Many  immigrants  and 
minorities  are  concerned 
that  charters  are  just 
another  form  of  school 
segregation  -  and  all  three 
candidates  agree  that 
charters  need  to  be  held 
accountable  to  embrace  all 
students,  and  cast  a  wider 
net  to  include  English 
Language  Learners,  stu¬ 
dents  with  special  needs, 
and  minority  students  - 
most  of  whom  are  in  the 
100  out  of  140  underper¬ 
forming  public  schools  in 
Boston. 

All  three  candidates 
repeatedly  questioned 
the  mayor's  record,  and 
vowed  to  take  Boston  into 
the  future  by  reforming 
city  government,  enforc¬ 
ing  the  city's  Residents 
Jobs  Policy  creating  green 
jobs,  and  improving  pub¬ 
lic  education  in  the  "Ath¬ 
ens  of  America"  by  invest¬ 
ing  in  schools,  rewarding 
innovation,  and  working 
with  the  city's  great  uni¬ 
versities. 

Even  with  his  absence, 
Menino's  weight  in  this 
mayoral  race  was  felt,  as 
most  analysts  expect  only 
one  of  the  three  challenges 
will  emerge  with  Menino 
as  the  final  two.  All  three 
candidates  ended  the  fo¬ 
rum  by  pointing  voters  to 
the  future  of  Boston,  and 
characterized  this  mayoral 
election  as  the  chance  for 
the  city  to  take  a  big  step 
forward.  The  municipal 
election  for  Boston,  which 
also  includes  ten  candi¬ 
dates  vying  for  seats  at 
the  city  council,  will  take 
place  Tuesday,  November

At  the  monthly  Chi¬ 
natown  Coalition  (TCC) 
meeting  September  10, 
planners  for  Chinatown's 
temporary  library  un¬ 
veiled  the  final  stages  of 
the  project.  The  Store¬ 
front  Library  is  an  effort 
by  the  Boston  Street  Lab, 
founded  by  Chinatown 
residents  Sam  &  Leslie 
Devol.  It  is  slated  to  oc¬ 
cupy  a  prime  street-level 
storefront  space  at  the 
Archstone  condominiums 
adjacent  to  the  Registry  of 
Motor  Vehicles  and  Chi¬ 
natown  Orange  Line  sta¬ 
tion  on  Washington  Street 
for  three  months. 

Since  the  closing  of 
the  Tyler  Street  Boston 
Public  Library  branch 
in  1956,  many  advocates 
in  Chinatown  have  de¬ 
manded  a  public  place  of 
learning,  gathering  and 
information  that  is  not 
only  crucial  to  a  neighbor¬ 
hood,  but  also  important 
for  immigrants  to  access 
free,  helpful  and  cultur¬ 
ally  relevant  information. 

The  Chinatown  Store¬ 
front  Library,  scheduled 
to  open  on  October  15, 
will  show  the  demand  for 
and  benefits  of  a  library 
to  the  community.  Library 
services  will  include 
newspapers,  periodicals, 
children's  books  for 
browsing,  and  computers 
with  Chinese  handwriting 
input  capability,  and  inter¬ 
net  access  -  these  services 
are  to  go  with  innovative 
furniture  contributed  by 
designers  at  the  Harvard 
Graduate  School  of  De¬ 
sign,  and  on  display  at  the 
school  until  the  library's 
opening. 

The  pieces  will  be  eas¬ 
ily  assembled  and  taken 
apart  for  the  temporary 
space,  and  they  anticipate 
and  respond  to  the  needs 
of  Chinatown  residents 
-  especially  the  elderly, 
young  children,  and  stu¬ 
dents. 

"The  Boston  Public 
Library  has  been  very  sup¬ 
portive,  and  the  project 
has  been  advised  by  the 
BPL  director  along  the 
way."  Leslie  Devol  noted. 
The  project,  however,  does 
not  receive  funding  from 
the  city,  and  is  seeking 
donations  of  children's 
books,  non-fiction  periodi¬ 
cals  in  Chinese  or  English, 
and  is  raising  $5000  for  the 
hiring  of  a  site  manager. 
Additionally,  the  Store¬ 
front  Library  will  also  host 
community  groups  such 
as  the  Boston  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Center  for 
educational  programs  and 
cultural  activities. 

The  Storefront  Library 
will  have  weekday  and 
Saturday  hours,  and  will 
be  hosting  a  grand  open¬ 
ing  community  event  on 
October  15th.  For  more 
information,  please  visit 
(www.storefrontlibrary. 
org).  Many  of  the  leaders 
of  the  community  in  atten¬ 
dance  applauded  the  ef¬ 
forts  of  this  much-awaited 
project,  and  have  high

hopes  of  success  and  dem¬ 
onstration  of  Chinatown's 
need  for  a  public  library. 

Richard  Goldberg, 
Director  of  Education  at 
AACA,  presented  a  work¬ 
ing  comprehensive  docu¬ 
ment  which  lists  all  of  the 
agencies  and  programs  for 
immigrants  to  learn  Eng¬ 
lish  and  develop  critical 
job  skills.  The  chart,  ti¬ 
tled  "The  Chinatown  Edu¬ 
cational  Pathway"  shows 
the  various  programs  of 
all  levels  of  ESOL,  career 
and  technical  training, 
GED/adult  education,  and 
citizenship.  It  hopes  to 
share  centralized  informa¬ 
tion  in  the  community,  in 
order  to  help  new  immi¬ 
grants  chart  ways  toward 
assimilation  and  success. 

As  the  new  school 
year  begins,  this  particu¬ 
lar  season  has  been  one  of 
heightened  anticipation  of 
flu  outbreaks.  Shira  Do- 
ron,  assistant  professor  of 


Medline  at  Tufts  Univer¬ 
sity's  Division  of  Infec-  • 
tious  Diseases,  explained 
the  current  situation  of 
the  H1N1  flu  outbreak,  as 
well  as  the  seasonal  flu. 

When  the  H1NI  strain 
of  influenza  or  "swine  flu" 
hit  last  Spring,  many  cit¬ 
ies  across  North  America 
experienced  a  high  influx 
people  in  emergency 
rooms.  The  outbreak  also 
caused  many  school  clos¬ 
ings,  including  several 
days  at  the  Josiah  Quincy 
Upper  School. 

Professor  Doron 
noted  that  the  Center  for 
Disease  Control  (CDC) 
so  far  has  confirmed  9000 
hospitalizations  and  593 
deaths  caused  by  H1N1 
across  the  nation  as  of 
week  34  of  the  outbreak. 

In  the  fall,  when  flu  sea¬ 
son  normally  begins,  it 
will  be  difficult  to  differ¬ 
entiate  between  seasonal

influenza  A  and  H1N1, 
Doron  clarified.  However, 
the  cases  experienced  in 
the  US  of  H1N1  are  still 
relatively  mild  compared 
to  seasonal  flu. 

Given  that  flu  vi¬ 
ruses  are  typically  spread 
through  respiratory  drop¬ 
lets  within  six  feet  of  con¬ 
tact  from  person  to  per¬ 
son,  to  prevent  the  spread 
of  the  virus.  Professor 
Doron  suggested  a  slight 
change  of  culture  such 
as  avoiding  handshakes. 
Doron  also  emphasized 
the  frequent  cleaning  of 
high-contact  areas  such 
as  keyboards,  door  knobs 
(bacteria  stays  alive  on 
objects  for  no  more  than 
2  horns),  and  modeling 
good  hygiene  such  as 
hand-washing,  coughing 
or  sneezing  into  elbow 
instead  of  hands. 

As  the  CDC  approves 
the  new  H1N1  vaccine 
this  month,  and  expected 
to  be  widely  available  in 
October,  Doron  said  it 
will  not  be  on  time  to  be 
effective  because  it  will 
take  two  doses,  with  the 
second  one  taken  28  days 
after  the  first.  "The  whole 
discussion  [of  vaccinat¬ 
ing]  might  become  moot." 
Doron  said. 

If  one  has  the  flu,  he 
or  she  would  experience 
a  fever  and  coughing  or 

soar  t  Hr  oat  simultane- 

ously.  It  is  not  recom¬ 


mended  to  go  to  the  emer¬ 
gency  room  if  symptoms 
are  mild,  unless  one  is 
pregnant  or  have  serious 
complications  such  as  dia¬ 
betes.  To  prevent  flood¬ 
ing  emergency  rooms, 
where  there  will  be  higher 
chances  of  contacting  oth¬ 
ers  with  the  virus,  those 
who  have  mild  symptoms 
are  recommended  to  stay 
home  from  24  hours  after 
a  fever  subsides,  or  up 
to  7  days,  whichever  is 
longer. 

In  the  meantime, 
Doron  suggests  the  best 
practice  is  for  employers 
and  school  officials  to 
anticipate  absenteeism, 
be  ready  for  emergency 
procedures,  and  share 
response  plans  within 
the  community.  Families 
should  also  prepare  a 
backup  plan  for  childcare, 
elderly  care  and  continue 
to  model  hand  and  re¬ 
spiratory  hygiene.  It  is 
important  to  disseminate 
information  in  immigrant 
communities  to  prevent 
unnecessary  fear,  and  also 
spread  the  word  on  proper 
prevention  practices.  For 
up  to  date  information, 
visit  Massachusetts  De¬ 
partment  of  Public  Health 
(mass.gov/dph/flu)  and 
the  CDC's  flu  site  (www.

In  November  2009, 
the  Asian  American  Civic 
Association  (AACA)  will 
be  opening  the  Buds  and 
Blossoms  Early  Education 
and  Care  Center.

"Our  kids  will  flourish 
in  Boston's  only  Mandarin 
Chinese  language  immer¬ 
sion  program  for  young 
children,"  says  Chau-ming 
Lee,  Executive  Director  of 
AACA.  "While  the  initial 
rationale  for  Buds  and 
Blossoms  grew  out  of  AA- 
CA's  long-standing  concern 
for  immigrant  women,  data

Young  people 
are  more  open." 

Volunteers,  elders,  and 
Tufts  Medical  representa¬ 
tives  including  Sherry 
Dong  and  Dr.  Brian  Ho 
came  to  watch  the  new 
DVD  in  Cantonese,  Man¬ 
darin,  and  English  which 
featured  a  case  study,  in¬ 
formation  about  diseases, 
a  doctor  and  a  therapist's 
perspectives,  and  infor¬ 
mation  about  community 
resources.  Tufts  Medi¬ 
cal  Center  was 
awarded  an  hon¬ 
orary  plaque.

health  to  help  patients  get 
the  treatment  and  coun¬ 
seling  they  need.  It  is  a 
shame  not  to  treat  [people 
with  mental  health  prob¬ 
lems]  because  they  can 
have  a  normal  life." 

Lai  added,  "Cultur- 
ally,  mental  health  isn't 
talked  about.  People  think 
that  people  with  mental 
health  diseases  are  danger¬ 
ous,  violent,  and  scary.  In 
Western  society,  we  have 
prominent  authors  who 
write  about  mental  health, 
like  Virginia  Woolf." 

She  also  added  that  the 
shortage  of  local  psychia¬ 
trists  and  therapists  who 
can  communicate  with 
patients  in  Chinese  is  a 
problem  for  those  seeking 
mental  healthcare,  espe¬ 
cially  for  elderly  patients. 

Katherine  Szeto,  a 
young  volunteer  who  has 
helped  watch  recordings, 
worked  at  the  television

As  guests  lined 
up  for  the  buffet,  Gilbert 
Ho,  President  of  the  CCBA, 
presented  a  check  for  two 
thousand  dollars  made  out 
to  the  Red  Cross  founda¬ 
tion.  The  presentation  was 
followed  by  performances 
from  the  Woo  Ching  White 
Crane  Academy  including 
a  Lion  Dance  and  martial 
arts  demonstration,  as 


well  as  other  community 
groups. 

Typhoon  Morakot,  the 
deadliest  typhoon  to  hit 
Taiwan  in  recorded  his¬ 
tory,  made  landfall  on  Au¬ 
gust  7.  The  storm  contin¬ 
ued  to  mainland  China  on 
August  9.  Typhoon  Mora¬ 
kot  is  estimated  to  have 
caused  roughly  3.3  billion 
dollars  in  damages  and  re¬ 
sulted  in  major  mudslides 
in  Southern  Taiwan.  The 
storm  left  over  500  people 
dead  and  192  missing  in 
Taiwan  alone,  according  to 
recent  reports.

Armed  with  the  re¬ 
sults,  residents  can  make 
informed  decisions  on 
which  appliances  to  use 
less  of,  to  unplug  when

Liver  cancer

While  heart  disease  is 
the  #1  killer  of  Americans, 
that  dubious  title  is  given 
to  cancer  among  Asians 
in  the  United  States.  One 
of  the  most  common  and 
deadly  cancers  affecting 
Asians  is  liver  cancer.  In 
fact,  liver  cancer  is  seven 


times  more  prevalent  in 
Asians  than  whites  in  the 
US.  Liver  cancer  progno¬ 
sis  is  often  grim.  It  is  hard 
to  detect  early,  difficult  to 
remove  and  often  chemo¬ 
therapy-resistant.  In  order 
to  effectively  treat  this  dis¬ 
ease,  we  must  get  to  the 
root  of  the  problem  -  and 
there  is  good  news  about 
that  root  -  it  is  easilv  iden¬ 
tified  and  preventable. 

Hepatitis  B  virus 
(HBV)  is  often  the  precur¬ 
sor  of  liver  cancer  .  It  can 
be  transmitted  through 
blood  or  body  fluids  con¬ 
taining  blood.  The  contact 
does  not  necessarily  have 
to  be  direct  between  the 
infected  and  recipient.  As 
a  result  HBV  can  be  trans¬

holds.  Without  treatment, 
HBV  can  lead  to  life- 
threatening  diseases  such 
as  liver  failure,  cirrhosis 
and  liver  cancer. 

The  United  States  is 
fortunate  to  have  a  very 
low  rate  of  HBV  infection 
(~  0.5%)  primarily  due  to 
strong  preventative  mea¬ 
sures.  But  this  number 
can  lead  to  a  false  sense 
of  security  if  taken  strictly 
at  face  value,  when  one 
looks  closer,  a  disturb¬ 
ingly  high  rate  of  hepa¬ 
titis  B  is  found  in  Asian 
Americans.  According  to 
the  National  Center  for 
Infectious  Diseases,  ap¬ 
proximately  half  of  the 
1.25  million  Americans 
living  with  HBV  are  Asian 
Americans.  This  means 
that  among  Asian  Ameri¬ 
cans  the  rate  of  HBV  infec¬ 
tion  is  4%  (an  eight-fold 
increase  over  the  national 
rate). 

Why  is  this  trend  pres¬ 
ent?  The  causes  are  two¬ 
fold.  The  first  is  Asian 
immigration  into  the  Unit¬ 
ed  States.  Among  certain 
Southeast  Asian  countries 
such  as  China,  the  virus  is 
considered  to  be  endemic. 
Treatment  is  poor  and 
awareness  is  limited.  As 
a  result  the  disease  rims 
rampant.  When  Asian 
immigrants  come  to  the 
states  they  often  bring  the 
disease  with  them. 

In  2006,  a  report  in 
Morbidity  &  Mortality 
Weekly  Review  presented 
data  indicating  that  the 
rate  of  HBV  infection 
among  the  Asian  immi¬ 
grant  community  of  New 
York  City  was  15%.  This 
is  a  staggering  35  fold  in¬ 
crease  over  the  US's  HBV 
infection  rate  and  almost 
equal  to  the  most  endemic 
areas!  Studies  of  similar 
populations  in  Philadel¬ 
phia,  Atlanta  and  Chicago 
also  showed  similar  rates 
of  infection. 

The  second  reason 
for  the  elevated  rates  in 
Asian  Americans  is  the 
slowly  developing  symp¬ 
toms  of  the  disease.  The 
life-threatening  diseases 
that  are  caused  by  HBV 
take  years  to  develop 
post-infection.  Even  more 
frightening,  some  patients 
infected  with  HBV  are 
asymptomatic,  acting 
only  as  silent  carriers  of 
the  virus.  As  a  result,  a 
person  who  is  unaware 
of  their  HBV  status  can 
spread  the  disease  for 
years  without  knowing. 

In  fact,  half  of  the  immi¬ 
grants  in  the  New  York 
City  study  had  been  living 
in  the  US  for  over  10  years 
without  knowing  of  their 
diagnosis. 

How  can  this  trend  be 
stopped?  The  first  step 
is  screening.  The  only 
definitive  test  for  HBV 
infection  is  a  blood  test. 

All  individuals  unaware 
of  their  HBV  status  are 
strongly  encouraged  to 
take  the  test  for  the  sake 
of  both  themselves  and 
those  they  interact  with. 

To  combat  this  problem, 
many  initiatives  have  been 


started  throughout  the 
US,  including  HBI-Boston. 
This  program's  objective 
is  education  about  HBV 
and  active  screening  for 
infection. 

The  second  step  is 
vaccination  for  those  that 
have  not  been  exposed. 
Currently,  this  is  the  only 
treatment  that  can  com¬ 
pletely  protect  an  indi¬ 
vidual  from  the  hepatitis 
B  virus.  The  vaccine  is 
administered  over  3  doses 
and  works  by  building  up 
immunity  within  the  body 
against  the  virus.  Proac¬ 
tive  treatment  is  crucial. 
Like  all  vaccines,  the  one 
for  hepatitis  B  can  only 
protect  individuals  prior 
to  infection.  Although 
there  are  effective  treat¬ 
ments  for  people  already 
with  HBV  there  is  current¬ 
ly  no  cure  post-infection. 

Who  should  get  the 
vaccine?  The  short  an¬ 
swer  is  everyone  who 
has  not  been  infected  by 
hepatitis  B.  However  the 
vaccine  is  most  important 
for  small  children.  The 
chances  the  virus  will  de¬ 
velop  into  problems  such 
as  cirrhosis  or  liver  cancer 
largely  depends  on  the 
age  that  an  individual  is 
first  infected.  For  example 
9  in  10  newborns  will 
develop  symptoms.  This 
number  drops  to  3  in  10 
for  younger  children  and 
goes  all  the  way  down  to  2 
in  100  for  adults. 

But  don't  be  fooled 
by  the  2  in  100  rate,  it's 
also  crucial  for  adults  to 
get  the  vaccine.  Even  if 
the  chances  are  slim  that  a 
newly  infected  adult  will 
develop  debilitating  liver 
disease,  he  is  still  a  carrier 
and  can  spread  the  disease 
to  unknowing  recipients. 
This  is  especially  impor¬ 
tant  for  expectant  mothers 
because  of  the  high  rate  of 
disease  in  newborns.  In 
fact,  in  the  endemic  areas 
of  HBV,  mother-to-child 
infection  is  one  of  the 
most  common  forms  of 
transmission. 

Primary  liver  cancers 
are  one  of  the  rare  cancers 
that  can  be  prevented  with 
a  simple  vaccine.  Aware¬ 
ness  is  the  major  hurdle 
that  the  Asian  US  com¬ 
munity  must  overcome 
to  combat  the  disease. 
Studies  have  shown  that 
once  diagnosed,  most 
individuals  are  respon¬ 
sible  with  their  treatment. 
However,  it  is  that  initial 
diagnosis  that  is  lacking. 
While  urban  communi¬ 
ties  are  working  harder 
to  provide  more  conve¬ 
nient  and  easy  diagnostic 
tests,  in  the  end  it  is  the 
individual  who  must  be 
proactive.  With  so  many 
hard-to  recognize  and 
even  harder  to  prevent 
diseases,  everyone  owes  it 
to  themselves,  their  family 
and  their  friends  to  elimi¬ 
nate  the  ones  that  can  be 
prevented.

Oth¬ 
ers  just  walk  in  like  they 
would  any  other  class, 
but  whenever  I  come  re¬ 
motely  close  to  the  door, 
whether  it  is  my  next  class 
or  not,  my  heart  automati¬ 
cally  starts  to  pound  in 
my  chest,  my  hands  start 
to  sweat,  and  I  hold  my

bothered.  In  fact,  most  are 
wearing  smiles  on  their 
faces  while  entering  this 
class  while  I  will  always 
wear  an  indifferent,  if  not 
frightened,  appearance. 

English  has  never 
been  my  forte.  It  is  reason¬ 
able  for  people  to  have 
difficulty  imagining  a  time 
when  I  couldn't  speak 
English  but  to  be  hon¬ 
est,  English  was  not  my 
first  language.  Both  my 
parents  speak  Chinese 
and  have  never  found 
the  motivation  to  learn 
a  new  language,  so  it  is 
highly  unlikely  that  they 
would  help  me  perfect  my 
English.  As  a  result  of  this 
situation,  I  find  that  im¬ 
proving  my  vocabulary  is 
the  most  difficult  for  me. 

I  can  memorize 
definitions  of  words,  like 
so  many  of  my  English 
teachers  have  done,  but 
when  it  comes  to  actually 
using  these  "big  words" 
fluently  and  correctly  in 
papers,  I  find  that  I  can¬ 
not  accomplish  this  task. 
The  words  are  simply 
not  incorporated  into  my 
daily  vocabulary.  And  so, 
if  a  teacher  asked  a  ques¬ 
tion  similar  to  "how  early 
humans  made  fire?"  and  I 
would  answer  "by  rubbing 
sticks  together"  while  the 
other  American  children 
would  say  something  like 
"the  heat  generated  by  the 
friction  of  two  sticks  being 


rubbed  together  causes  so 
much  heat  buildup  that 
eventually  the  sticks  catch 
on  fire."  This  is  precisely 
the  reason  why  I  dislike 
English  class.  It  makes  me 
feel  inferior  to  those  who 
can  express  their  feelings 
clearly  and  those  who 
seem  to  know  the  diction¬ 
ary  by  heart.  People,  like 
me,  who  remain  silent 
throughout  the  entire 
year,  can  only  been  envi¬ 
ous  of  the  others  for  hav¬ 
ing  such  strong  opinions 
and  arguments  for  their 
point. 

The  start  of  a  new 
school  year  hopefully 
means  the  start  of  some¬ 
thing  new  and  hopefully 
I  can  use  this  opportunity 
to  turn  over  a  new  leaf.  In 
truth,  being  bilingual  isn't 
such  a  terrible  thing;  at 
least  I  can  speak  another 
language.  It's  like  having 
the  best  of  both  worlds. 

At  home,  I  have  the  op¬ 
portunity  to  experience 
the  Chinese  culture  and 
at  school.

Q:  A  colleague  told 
me  that  there  has  been  a 
high  rejection  rate  among 
visa  applications  at  the 
U.S.  Consulate  in  Guang¬ 
zhou,  China.  Why  is  it  so 
hard  to  get  a  visa  from  the 
Guangzhou  U.S.  Consulate 
and  how  can  I  remedy  this 
situation? 

A:  You  are  correct 
that  the  U.S.  Consulate  in 
Guangzhou  is  one  of  the 
most  difficult  consulates 
to  work  with.  Unfortu¬ 
nately,  when  people  have 
immigration  issues  outside 
of  the  United  States,  they 
are  subject  to  the  rules  and 
procedures  of  the  consul¬ 
ates  in  their  home  country. 
The  rules  and  procedures 
differ  from  consulate  to 
consulate,  so  it  is  possible 
for  it  to  be  easier  to  obtain 
a  visa  from  one  consulate 
than  another. 

It  is  not  a  coincidence 
that  the  U.S.  Consulate  in

Guangzhou  poses  a  very 
difficult  challenge  for  those 
wanting  U.S.  visas.  The 
hardest  consulates  to  work 
with  are  the  ones  in  the 
countries  whose  citizens 
have  often  violated  im¬ 
migration  laws.  Therefore, 
China,  Brazil,  and  Mexico 
are  just  a  few  of  the  con¬ 
sulates  that  make  it  very 
hard  to  procure  U.S.  visas. 
These  are  the  same  coun¬ 
tries  that  stereotypically 
have  many  citizens  who 
are  in  the  United  States  il¬ 
legally,  having  overstayed 
visas  or  who  having  en¬ 
tered  the  U.S.  legally. 

Although  this  informa¬ 
tion  can  be  frustrating  to 
citizens  of  China,  there  is 
a  way  to  still  obtain  a  U.S. 
visa.  Most  people  that 
have  negative  experiences 
with  the  Guangzhou  U.S. 
Consulate  are  those  that 
have  applied  for  B-l  busi¬ 
ness  visas  or  B-2  tourist 
visas.  These  visas  require 
that  an  applicant  dem¬ 
onstrate  that  they  intend 
to  return  to  their  coun¬ 
try  after  traveling  to  the 
United  States.  Because  the 
U.S.  government  has  this 
negative  view  of  Chinese 
citizens  violating  immigra¬ 
tion  laws,  an  applicant 
for  a  visa  has  to  provide 
extensive  evidence  that 
they  intend  to  return  to 
China  after  traveling  to  the 
United  States. 

Documents  that  the 
U.S.  Consulate  is  looking 
for  include  proof  of  home 
ownership  or  rental,  evi¬ 


dence  of  employment  in 
China,  and  family  ties  in 
China.  The  more  docu¬ 
mentation  that  a  person 
can  show  to  prove  that  it 
is  in  their  interest  to  return 
to  China,  the  more  likely  it 
will  be  that  they  obtain  a 
U.S.  visa. 

To  best  remedy  this 
onerous  requirement,  I 
always  suggest  that  people 
hire  an  immigration  at¬ 
torney.  An  attorney  will 
guide  you  through  what 
documents  will  most  im¬ 
prove  your  chances  of  ob¬ 
taining  a  U.S.  visa  and  will 
prepare  you  for  what  to 
say  to  a  consulate  officer. 
An  attorney  is  extremely 
important  because  you  can 
have  plenty  of  documents, 
but  if  you  say  one  wrong 
thing,  you  will  be  denied  a 
U.S.  visa.

Flying  into  au¬ 
tumn: 

The  East  Meets  West  Kite  and 
Cultural  Festival  launches  for 
the  seventh  consecutive  year

Crisp  September 
winds  brushed  favorably 
on  the  kites  of  over  1,200 
participants  at  this  year's 
East  Meets  West  Kite  and 
Cultural  Festival,  held  on 
September  18th  and  19th 
at  the  Pope  John  Paul  II 
Park  in  Dorchester.  Held 
for  the  seventh  consecutive 
year,  the  festival  was  high¬ 
lighted  by  the  participant- 
aided  launch  of  a  300  foot- 
long  dragon  kite,  tethered 
by  a  100  foot-long  kite  in 
the  form  of  an  American 
flag.  The  symbolic  act  of 
cultural  unity  reinforced 
an  ethos  of  good  will  in  the 
air.  "The  goal  is  always  a 
simple  one  -"  an  event  co¬ 
ordinator  emphasized  -  "to 
bring  people  of  all  color 
and  cultural  backgrounds 
to  have  a  weekend  of  fun 
and  harmony." 

Professional  flyers  min¬ 
gled  with  amateurs,  em¬ 
phasizing  throughout  safe¬ 
flying  techniques.  All  en¬ 
joyed  the  snappy  rhythms 
of  free  jazz  performances 
and  martial  arts  demon¬ 
strations,  and  with  certain 
high  gusts,  families  could 
roll  through  the  grass  on  a 
kite-drawn  wagon.  A  dis¬ 
tinct  New  England  air  was 
brought  as  an  enormous 
lobster-kite  wafted  up  and 


buoyed  over  the  trees.  The 
crustacean  dirigible  had 
appeared  the  year  before, 
and  again  proved  to  be  a 
crowd-pleaser. 

A  laughing  event  - 
where  attendees  would  be 
asked  to  relieve  tension 
through  laughing  -  and

Health  Q&A 


Q:  What  is  the  differ¬ 
ence  between  a  cold  and 
the  flu? 

A.  The  flu  and  the 
common  cold  are  both  re¬ 


spiratory  illnesses  but  they  are  caused  by  different 

viruses.  In  general,  the  flu  is  worse  than  the  common 
cold,  and  symptoms  such  as  fever,  body  aches,  extreme 
tiredness  and  dry  cough  are  more  common  and  intense 
with  the  flu.  Colds  tend  to  develop  gradually,  while  the 
flu  tends  to  start  very  suddenly.  People  with  colds  are 
more  likely  to  have  a  runny  or  stuffy  nose.
